MAX J. HERZBERG 


A prominent New Jersey judge, in speaking of Max J. Herz- 
berg, told of a bridge party which they both attended 


“After playing a crackerjack game, he sat down to supper 
and talked to me at great length and with astonishing accuracy of 
the problem of liability, especially in schools. Then he turned to 
the person on the other side of him and spoke with equal length 
and proficiency on migraine headaches, endocrine glands, and the 
human mind. Later, he related several well-told funny stories that 
were worth remembering. | had to keep reminding myself that 
he is an English teacher, but how he knows so much about so many 
things absolutely beats me.” 


Many people have wondered for many years how Max J. 
Herzberg learned so much. The answer is simple. He has been 
at it for sixty-five years 


Born in the big city of New York and reared near the Brook- 
lyn shorefront, he grew into a studious child. He and his younger 
brother, Gus, got along very well together, although they were 
temperamentally entirely different types. His home life was happy, 
for his mother was completely devoted to her family and home, 
while his father, a hatter, was an excellent amateur historian. 


The family moved to Newark and young Max was graduated 
from what is now Barringer High School. It was at this time that 
he was told by an oculist that he was going to lose his sight. Other 
specialists, however, contradicted that judgment, and though he 
has had eye trouble all his life, he didn't go blind. 


He received his Bachelor of Arts degree from Columbia 
University in three and a half years, even though during those years 
he took on many odd jobs, such as tutoring and factory work. 


Because of his sharp sense of humor, his fun-loving acquaint- 
ances became his close friends, and it was through a group of these 
friends that he met charming Edna Newman, whom, after a year's 
friendship, he married. Shortly afterward, Mr. Herzberg started 
teaching in the Newark high schools, and he zoomed to a prominent 
place in the Newark school system. Highly regarded from the 
beginning as a teacher of both English and German, Mr. Herzberg 
was transferred to become head of the English department at Cen- 
tral High School, when it was opened, and eventually he became 
supervisor of English in the public schools of Newark. He has also 
been an instructor at New York University, Rutgers, and other near- 
by colleges 


One day in the summer of 1933, while he was at the shore, he 
was informed that he was to be the first principal of Weequahic 
High School. 


Setting as a goal an orderly and academically sound school, 
he has managed to bring Weequahic up to the level of that high 
standard, and as a result the school is today generally considered 
as one of the pest co-ordinated and best run in the entire state. 
Just as the man in charge is saddled with the responsibility for 
failure, so must Mr. Herzberg be given credit for the many accom- 
plishments achieved under his guidance and administration. 


Persuasive and even-tempered, Mr. Herzberg believes that 
teaching should be practiced through laughter. In fact, he is the 
co-editor of the only high school text book made up entirely of 
humorous writings. He has also edited an excellent book of hu- 
morous anecdotes which is today a collector's item. 


– А PROFILE 


He started writing at an early age, and after piling up a fine 
collection of rejection slips, he finally had his first poem accepted. 
He has written continuously and prolifically since, and now can be 
found any day after school working at the Newark Evening News 
as literary editor. He has done broadcasting for CBS as educational 
advisor to the American School of the Air, and he is the author of 
most of the inscriptions on the tablets erected as markers for local 
historical sites by the Schoolmen's Club of Newark. Mr. Herzberg 
has sat in on more than one hundred committees and has written 
and edited almost everything but the Bible and word has it that 
he will be doing that soon. In fact, it is said of him that when he 
sees a textbook that he does not like, he writes his own. 


Although his career has kept him busy, he has still found time 
for many home and general interests. He is an accomplished bridge 
player but does not like canasta, a fact which bothers Mrs. Herzberg. 
His wide scope of interests coupled with a phenomenal memory 
enable him to enjoy life fully. Seeming to have time for everything, 
Mr. Herzberg makes friends completely and firmly. 


He has a deep streak of sentimentality and loves to celebrate 
any kind of an anniversary, sometimes surprising his wife with a 
gift in remembrance of such occasions as the anniversary of the first 
time they met or of their first date. Mr. Herzberg has always been 
interested in sports, and, avid reader that he is, he can talk about 
most of them with some authority. He is especially fond of boxing 
and had his two sons trained by a professional. Several years back, 
he sponsored and furnished a prize for a boxing tournament at 
Weequahic High School. The sport he loves to indulge in most is 
walking, and often he will get off the bus long before his stop and 
complete his journey on foot. He takes frequent long morning 
walks in the South Mountain Reservation. 


His musical tastes cover all types, except opera, with a general 
leaning toward Gilbert and Sullivan. 


Though he rarely has time to watch television, he enjoys most 
of what he sees, including boxing and wrestling; this last sport 
appeals especially to his sense of humor. Like most men, Mr. 
Herzberg enjoys good eating and prefers steaks above all, but he is 
also something of a connoisseur of fine and unusual cheeses. 

He considers his domestic life to have been particularly for- 
tunate and happy. He is the fond and proud father of two grown 
sons. Donald, his younger son, holds a very important position as 
secretary to Senator Benton of Connecticut while his other son, 
Dick, who is an executive in the Prudential Insurance Company, is 
the father of two adorable daughters whom their very proud grandpa 
loves dearly. 

On the day that Weequahic opened, back in 1933, Mr. Herz- 
berg addressed the student body and told them that he hoped to 
develop a school that would be distinguished for a high sense of 
orderly responsibility and superior scholarship. Recently, he was 
reminded of this and complimented on having had these two wishes 
granted. 

“If | had known,” he said, "that such wishes could come true, 
| would have added a third one—for a winning football team.” 

Those who have known him will agree that no sketch of this 
kind can fully do justice to him. All.that can be left in this book is 
the picture of a man whose influence over eighteen years has molded 
a superior high school. 

He is graduating with the class of June, 1951, and as one class- 
mate to another, we wish him the best of luck!
